A, T OTWITHSTANDING the pious Liberality of her late 
Majeſty Queen Anne, in giving up the Firſt Fruits and 
Tenths for the Augmentation of {mall Livings ; the ſtill lender 
Revenues of the greateſt Part of the beneficed Clergy, have 
long been, and probably will remain, but too general, as well 
as too juſt a cauſe of Concern, The Reformation (favourable 
as it was to the Proteſtant Religion) did not make ſo compe- 
tent and independent a Proviſion for the inferior Clergy, as 
could have been wiſhed ; for many Livings being ſtript of 
great Part of the Tythes before they fell to their Share, the 
94 were even then inadequate to the neceſſary Demands of 
Life; and how much more ſo zow (fince Money is ſo much de- 
creaſed, and every Commodity ſo greatly encreaſed in value) 
there is but too much reaſon to lament. 
An Indulgence likewiſe now firſt granted, became eventually 
no inconſiderable Burthen to them; for the reformed Clery 


were allowed to marry upon their ſmall Emoluments, in conſe- 


quence of which Privilege, Poverty in many Caſes became not 
only their own Lot, but too often the Lot of a numerous Oft- 


ſpring. Thus theWidows and Children of the poor Clergy in 


Time grew to be not only very numerous, but their Condition 
ſo far deplorable, that it, ere long, excited the Compaſſion, 
and was thought not unworthy the ſerious Attention of the 
Public; for in the Reign of King Charles II. a Society was 
eſtabliſhed by Charter under the Name of The Corporation 


For the Relief of the Poor Widows and Children of Clergymen, whach 


1s now happily enabled by its Endowents to admit great Part 
of the Widows that offer, 


But notwithſtanding this Relief, many of their Families, 
being large, were ſtill found burthenſome to the Widows, for 


: 


though this excellent Charity allowed a ſmall Sum towards their 
Support, they were yet but little, if at all, able to put their 
Children out Apprentices, or place them in any Way o W 


their Livelihood with Reputation, This then ſeemed to cal 
for another Eſtabliſhment, to take this Part of the Charge upon 
themſelves, and thereby enable the Children to emerge from 
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| Poverty, and advance themſelves in Life; and thus very ſoon 
$ aroſe that humane and extenſive Inſtitution of The Society of the 
Feaſt of the Sons. of the Clirgy; by the Aſſiſtance of, which, 
great Numbers of the Children of the poor Clergy are happily 
reſcued from the Proſpect of almoſt inevitable Poverty; provi- 
ded with the Means of getting honeſt Bread, and becoming 
uſeful Members of the Community. 

This Charity, noble and generous as its Intentions were, yet 
ſaw itſelf many Times defeated in its Operations, and abridged 
of its Influence, by Children offering themſelves who were 

either too yourg, or imperfectly qualified to be admitted; ſo 
that a ſubordinate Society, whoſe Province it ſhould be to ſup- 
Ply that Defe&, ſeemed neceſſary to extend the Benefit of the 
Feaſt Society, and tender the Plan compleat. 

This was not long wiſhed for in vain ; for that nothin 
might be wanting to enlarge the Bounds of fo uſeful an Inſti- 
tution, a Set of Gentlemen out of their compaſſionate Regard 
and zealous Attachment to the Intereſt of the Fatherleſs and 
Widow, in the Year 1749, formed themſelves into a Body, in Aid 
of the Feaſt Society, under the Name of A SocrETY oF STEW- 
ARDS AND SUBSCRIBFRS FOR MAINTAINING AND EDUCATING 
"POOR ORPHANS OF THE CLERGY TILL OF AGE TO BE PUT 
APPREnTices. This infant Eſtabliſhment ſoon gathered Strength 
ſufficient to execute its Intentions, as far as its little Fund would 
allow ; and having happily encreaſed from Year to Year as it be- 
came more known, has now made no inconſiderable Advance, 
though not ſo great as could be wiſhed, or the Nature of the 
Charity ſeems to demand. | 

The Society, conſiſting now of near four Hundred Sub- 
ſcribers, of both Sexes, has, fince its firſt Eſtabliſhment in 
1749, put out to School fifty-ſix Bors, and twenty-nine 
Sils, including thoſe ballotted in at the laſt Election; 
thirty- four of the | irſt of which, have been put out Apprentices, 
or otherwiſe provided for by their Friends, together with eight 
of the Girls; the Reaſon of which Diſproportion is, that 
Girls have not been admitted till within theſe few Years. 

Such is the Plan and Progreſs of this auxiliary Society, which 
has long been endeavouring toexpand itſelf, and the moderate Sub- 
ſcription required of the Members, wiz. one Guinea per Annum, 
puts it in the Power of numberleſs well-diſpoſed Perſons to be- 
come Benefactors; and particularly, of great Part of the bene - 
ficed Clergy, who ſhould, ſeem to be more immediately bound 
by Intereſt, as well as the Ties of Charity, to promote it: 
And the Society having already begun to take Children of 
both Sexes into its Boſom, cannot but hope many of the fair 
Bex, from their more tender and ſympathetic Feelings, may be 
induced to think this Charity worthy of their Regard, not 
| doubting, but ſuch who are deſcended from, or nearly _ 
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nected with dignifed or opulent Clergymen, will make it more 
immediately their Concern.
